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THE NEVADA LEGISLATURE 


The Nevada Legislature is com- 
posed of forty-six Republicans and 
fourteen Democrats. In ability, 
the Legislature is an average fur 
this State; in disposition to pass 
wholesome legislation it is super- 
lor to any similar body which has 
held sway at the Capital for ten 
years past. Occasionaly one meets 
in that body of sixty men some 
oue who has the “big head’ who 
says he won’t be “jammed,’’ who 
hasn’t time to listen to a case of 
merit presented by a sovereign citi- 
zen, or who possibly might be se- 
duced into the acecptance of boodle. 
But a legislator for plunder only is 
rare, if found at all. A U. 8. Sen- 
ator has been elected wiibout stain 
of dishonor on fair Nevada. No &e- 
rious prejudice exists against any 
county or individual, and no parti- 
san attack is made on any of our 
State institutions. The deficiency 
bill passed without opposition, and 
there exists a disposition to appro- 
priate liberally for the support and 
maintenance of the Government 
for the coming two years. Further, 
for the first time in the history of 
our State, it seems probable that 
the State will aid in the develop- 
ment of our resources and in a sys- 
tematic way will advertise our 
mining, grazing, agricultural and 
other resources. Nevada is what 
we make it, and if the Nevada 
Legislature now in session does 
what it might do, and what it now 
seems disposed to do, to ercourage 
immigration Nevada will boom 
as never before in ber history. 


The Committee on Eduvation 
yesterday reported to the Assembly 
a bill for the organization of an In- 
dustrial School. It appropriates 
$40,000 for the purpose. While we 
have net seen acopy of the bill, 
hence cannot speak unqualifiedly 
of its provisions, the principal of an 
industrial schovl is right. There 
are in this State at least one hun- 
dred hoodlums that should be 
taugbt trades. Now the courts 
place the criminally bad boy in the 
State Prison, and the county 
authorities use every possible in- 
fluence to place the hoodlum of 
simply average meanness in the 
Orphans’ Home. Neither the Prison 
nor the Home is the place fot a boy 
simply because he is bad. The 
prison is for the hardened criminal 
beyond the hope of reform; the 
Home for the homeless little boys 
and girls innocent of crime. To 
place a boy of thirteen years be- 
yond the reach of education, either 
intellectual or moral, and among 
stage robbers and cut throats is 
itselfa crime; to place a boy of foul 
mouth and vile habits among those 
orphans, the wards of the State, is 
equally criminal. Let us haye in 
Nevada, as is found in all large 
cities and all other States, a reform 
évhoo)], an industrial school,a school 
where the youtbful criminal may 
be taugbt morals and manners; 
taught to read and write; taught to

The War Feeling in Canada. 
New York, February 1. 

A Buffalo (New York) special says 
that the passage of the Retaliation bill 
by Congress has apparently stirred up 
the residents of the Dominion of Can- 
ada. A member of the Dufferin 
Guards, Eighty-eighth Regiment, a 
volunteer military organization, is 
now in this city, and last night said 
regarding the preparations being 
made throughout Lower Canada in 
the expectation of war being declared, 
thatafew davs ago every pensioner 
of the Imperial service was ordered 
under arms to be ready to move to the 
front ata moment’s notice. At Grent- 
ford there are 1,000 veterans, and 
they are drilling daily. At Hamilton 
there are 600, and at various other 
points through Lower Canada there 
are enough men to furnish a standing 
army of 5,000 atan hour’s notice. The 
excitement, he says, is great, and 
through all of the lower peninsula the 
militia are getting in readiness for act- 
ive service. 


Settling a Strike. 
PitTsBurRG, February 2. 

W. H. Bailey, of the National Board 
of Knights of Labor, arrived in this 
city this morning accompanied by the 
arbitrary Board of District Assembly 
No, 135, which comprises all the 
Knights of Labor miners in the 
United States. They came to settle 
the atrike of the Monongahela river 
miners. A conference was held with 
the coal Operators this afternoon, at 
which the tatter stated that the market 
would not justify the advance de- 
manded, and offered to allow the 
miners to look at their books to prove 
their assertions. The matter was then 
placed in the hands of the Miners’ 
Executive Board. The members of 
this Board will investigate the griev- 
ances of the miners and endeavor to 
amicably settle the strike. In the 
meantime, work in the mines will be 
suspended. 


Cabinet Meeting. 
WASHINGTON, February 2. 
The Cabinet meeting yesterday was 

attended by all its members. One of 
the principal topics of discussion was 
the Hawaiian treaty and the amend- 
ment made by the Senate. Contrary 
to expectations the Inter-State Com- 
merce bill was 3o0t taken up for con- 
sideration, and so far as known, noth- 
ing was said to indicate the probable 
action thereon. It is surmised that 
the President will aunounce bis views 
on the subject to the Cabinet at its 
meeting on Thursday. 


A Timely Movement. 
HARRISBURG, Pa., February 2. 

The House jast night adopted a con- 
current resolution requesting the 
Pennsylvania Representatives and 
Senators in Congress to give all possi- 
ble assistance by their votes and their 
influence to promote a proper scheme 
for a sufficient defense of all our sea 
coast, and the building of such a navy 
as will command the respect of the 
world, andto be able to protect our 
s@a-poris in case of necessity.

After five weeks of struggle with 
the coal corporations controlling the 
Jersey coast, we find it necessary to 
appeal to all those baving the interest 
of humanity at heart. Humanity, we 
say, for this is a struggle not for them- 
selves, but for their ragged and starv- 
ing children. So plain is the issue, so 
just. the cause and so necessary success, 
that we the Jongshoremen, hav- 
ing greivances of our own, 
have resolved to sustain them. 
“Aninjury to one, is the concern of 
all.

FOREICN DISPATCHES 


An italian Army Destroyed. 
Rome, February 2. 

Premier Depretis yesterday informed 
the Italian Chamber of Deputies that 
there had recently been severe fight- 
ing in that partof Soudan whose occu- 
pation was being attempted by Italy, 
in an understanding with Engand. 
He said this fightiug had resulted in 
almost complete disaster Lo the Italian 
forces engaged in conjunction with 
Abyssinian troops in their work of at- 
tempting to release Cassala, which has 
been besieged by hostile Arabs ever 
since the beginning of the Soudan war 
by the late El Mahdi. Going into de- 


the General commanding the Abys- 
sinian troops, accompanied by a small 
number of Italian soldiers, attacked 
Saati on January 25th, and a hotly- 
fought battle ensued. It lasted three 
hours and the army of Rasalula was 
repulsed. The Italian loss was small 
and that of the Abyssisians is un- 
knowh, The next day, three com- 
panies of Italian troops left Monkult 
to carry provisions to Saat, when the 
Abys<inians again made an attack and 
a desperate battle was waged. The 
Abyssinians were defeated and the 
Italian troops were simply annihilated, 
But 90 wounded reached Marson after 
the battle. This statement made a 
profound sensation in the Chamber, 
Premier Depretis then added that the 
italian commander recalled the troops 
from the advance and concentrated 
them at Massowah. The Radicals 
langhed ironically at this. The gov- 
ernment now proposed a bill for the 
appropriation of $) ,000,000 with which 
to send Italian reinforcements to Mas- 
sowah, and the Chamber at once ap- 
proved it by an almost unanimous 


cheered sarcastically in allusion to the 
valor of the Abyssinian troops, the 
whole house rose and cheered the 
Government. The Radicals cried oui, 
“We must retire.’ The majority re- 
joined with cries of ‘‘Never!” “‘Cow- 
ards,’’ etc. The city last night was in 
a high state of excitement, bordering 
on frenzy, over the news from the 
Soudan.

Stock Business in Eastern Nevada 

E. ©. Hardy of Toano, Elko 
county, favored the GAZETTE office 
to-day with a call. Mr. Hardy is 
in the sheep business. He says 
notwithstanding the prophesies 
made some weeks ago that this 
would be an extremely bard winter 
on stock, it is quite otherwise, Both 
cattle and sheep are in as good con- 
dition now as in former years at 
this season. It hes been said that 
stockmen have expected to lose at 
least 25 per cent. of their stock 
through the severity of the winter. 
Mr. Hardy thinks that there will 
not be a loss of more than 5 per 
cent. He says the price of sheep is 
very firm,good stock sheep in baads 
selling for $3 per head. Ove sheep 
man out there, a f:w days ago, re- 
fused this price for a band of over 
4,000. Mutton sheep are worth less 
now than stock sheep, the price of 
the former being about $2 50 per 
head. Wool sold last season for 18 
cents per pound, and Mr. Hariy 
thinks that the price of both sheep 
aud wool the coming year will be 
better even than last year.

G. R. R. at Salt Lake 
City, bas been spending a day or 
two in Reno on business, He says 
the Reno Reduction Works has an 
enviable reputation among the peo- 
ple of Utah. Already there bave 
been made several shipments of ore 
to this place for reduction, instead 
of to Salt Lake City, and there will 
be many more large shipmeuts ino 
the near future. I[u many respects 
the reduction works here give much 
better satisfaction to patrons than 
do the works either at sakt Lake 
City or Denver. 

Mr, Babcock also thinks t at Ne- 
vada will soon have another rail- 
road, He says that President 
Palmer of the Denvor & Rio Grande 
railroad is now in London for the 
purpose of raising funds with which 
to extend that road from Green 
River in Central-Kastern Utah to 
Santa Cruz, a distauce of about 800 
miles. He thiuks it is understood 
between the managers of this road 
and Senator Fair that whenever 
they wish it, and ata price agreed 
upon, tie former may have the 
South Pacific Coast road, extending 
from Oakland to Santa Cruz, The 
proposed extension of this road will 
be through Lincoln and Nye coun- 
ties, passing through Pioche.
